THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


Dear Playgoer: 


Barbara Bel Geddes will star next week in the Playhouse production of the chilling 
Broadway mystery, “Wait Until Dark,’ by Frederick Knott, author of “Dial ‘M’ for 
Murder.” Miss Bel Geddes is perhaps best known for her comedy roles in such plays 
as “Mary, Mary,” “The Moon is Blue,” and “Luv.” Yet she achieved stardom in a drama, 
“Deep Are The Roots,’ and on Broadway created the role of Maggie, “the cat,” in Ten- 
nessee Williams’ “Cat On a Hot Tin Roof.” She appeared on television during the golden 
era of “Studio One” and “Playhouse 90,” but viewers may best remember her perform- 
ance in an Alfred Hitchcock thriller, “Lamb to the Slaughter.” In next week’s play, Miss 
Bel Geddes will play the courageous heroine who is the object of torment by her un- 
welcome guests. 


“Wait Until Dark” frightened Broadway audiences for eleven months in 1966, and 
since then has toured the country spreading the alarm. As a change of pace from the 
first three comedy offerings of the Playhouse season, we believe this clue-riddled mys- 
tery is perfect entertainment. As a blind girl who must outwit her captors in her own 
apartment, Miss Bel Geddes is dramatically courageous in the face of seemingly over- 
whelming odds. In the last scene, when she pulls the fuses to plunge her foes into the 
darkness which she has always known, audiences inevitably scream in terror.

A Funny Afternoon For A Good Cause 


Henry Morgan, who wrote a sardon- 
ically funny article for The Summery 
last year, would appreciate the irony. He 
is to appear in the “Odd Couple” at the 
Cape Playhouse July 20 in a matinee 
performance. This performance will bene- 
fit the Hubbard Fund of the Cape Cod 
Chapter of the Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 


Mr. Morgan’s wry wit, one can’t help 
surmising, was nurtured during his own 
childhood. The greatest sense of humor, 
however, couldn’t save a select number 
of Cape Cod children without the aid of 
the MSPCC. . 


Ray Hubbard spent 44 years working 
for the MSPCC which he helped estab- 
lish on the Cape. He set up the Hub- 
bard Fund for emergency assistance to 
children. 


There are public agencies responsible 
for human beings caught in unpredictable 
misery. But frequently these agencies 
are unable to move quickly enough in 





crises. The MSPCC, which is a privately 
financed agency, can and does. 


“On a winter’s night,’ in the words of 
Sheila F. Murphy for the MSPCC, “a 
poverty-stricken family with many chil- 
dren, no money or credit, finds itself 
without fuel. A sick mother must be hos-

pitalized, a homemaker paid to care for 
her children. A rent deposit must be paid 
to prevent eviction. Food must be pro- 
vided a family which simply — for 
whatever reason — doesn’t have any. 
Situations such as these cannot wait for 
Welfare applications, interviews, home 
visits, approvals. Cold and hungry chil- 
dren must be warmed and fed immedi- 
ately. The Hubbard Fund is used for 
these emergencies.” 


Normal, capable people usually foresee 
trouble and plan ways to avoid it. There 
are those who are incapable, because of 
fear, illness, or ignorance. Their situ- 
ation is usually discovered only when the 
emergency is acute. At that moment, for 
them, the MSPCC is the only means of 
rescue. That is what the Hubbard Fund
